WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Business is undoubtedly beginning to pick up, for 
while actual orders are not greatly in excess of what they 
have been for the past month or more, there is more inquiry 
and evidence that buyers are thinking of coming in to 
cover their wants. February ist is usually put as the 
opening date for renewed buying after the holidays, ard 
there seems to be no good reason to think that this date 
will be postponed this year. - It is known that stocks are 
low, as a general rule, but there seems to be a drag about 
business which prevents it from showing the life conditions 
would warrant.. This is not true of the canned food mar- 
ket; in fact this market to some extent is an exception, 
for it is the general business world that is suffering from 
this lack of life and animation. In many branches busi- 
ness is said to be decidedly bad, and in others not nearly 
up toits normal. Collections are reported slow and mone- 
tary conditions generally unsatisfactory in commercial 
circles, and with such conditions obtaining it is not to be 
wondered at that canned foods show in their market a 
lightness in trading, instead of a rush of business which the 
cleaned up condition of the warehouses would seem to war- 
rant. Stock taking time always adds to this dullness in 
the general business world, and this is affecting canned 
foods as it is other lines. But there seems hope of a revival 
in all lines in the near future, and in the excellent position 
of every article of canned food this industry should feel the 
effect of this to an even greater extent than other lines. 

The canning industry is in a better position, possibly, 
than it has ever been before, and the future is as bright as 
the present. What stocks are yet held by canners will cer- 


. 
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tainly be consumed before any new goods can come upon 
the market, and consumption is increasing so rapidly that 
even with good sized packs next season the market will not 
be overdone. This will be particularly true if the regula- 
tions regarding the packing of the goods this coming sea- 
son are enforced, because these will not alone cut down the 
quantity of the packs of all articles, but will improve the 
quantity as a general rule, so decidedly that the consuming 
public will not tire of the goods, but on the contrary con- 
sume more than ever and bring other consumers into the 
fold to add to the demands. 


Buyers seem rather anxious to place orders for future 
tomatoes, but the packers are by no means anxious to 
accept them even at the prices of 85c., 67c. and $2 50 for 
Nos. 3, 2 and ro respectively. Tomato packers do not 
feel certain of their ground, and under the circumstances 
they seem wise to go slowly. Some one has figured out 
that a big pack of tomatoes next year will be between 
eleven and twelve million cases; but the market can con- 
sume more than this number ina year, not less thana 
million cases a month on the average and possibly more 
than that. In the present frame of the public mind if the 
goods are packed properly—by which we mean the cans 
are well filled with the product and labeled true to charac- 
ter—there is no telling how much the trade will consume 
If the housewife is pleased with her purchase—whether 
she pays 10, 12 or 15c. or more according tu the quality 
she wants and expects—she will not only come back for 
more, but she will bring her neighbors with her, and they

will all become constant and persistent users of canned 


foods—but only so long as they are not fooled. And right 
here is probably the answer to the question, Will the con- 
sumer pay over 1oc.? We believe they would pay 15c., 
even the poorest families, if they always got a canful of 
tomatoes or other food. But the trouble has been that the 
poorest—the great bulk of the consumers—who have 
bought the cheaper goods because they were cheaper in © 
price, have almost invariably gotten only a fraction of a 
canfuJ, and have therefore always paid highest for poor 
quality. The wonder is that consumption has reached the 
magnitude it has. But the last of these days has been 
reached, and the better days are all ahead of us. 


The market on No. 3 tomatoes continues to be quoted 
in this city at $1.20, but they are firmly held at the fac- 
tories at $1.25 and even at that sellers are not anxious. 
No. 2 are quoted from 95 to $1, and No. 10 at $3 50 to 
$3 60, and some with even higher notions on this size. 


Corn on the other hand is quiet, but all holders are 
firm in their ideas on good quality stock, because it is 
rather scarce in this locality at least. Maine style is 
quoted at 7oc. for standard, and quotations below this 
figure usually if not always represent off quality goods. 
This has become the recognized condition of the market. 
The number of inquiries outrun the actual orders, because 
the jobbers are in the hope of a drop in prices, but in this 
we believe they will be disappointed, as they were with 
tomatoes and some other articles. Corn is most likely to 
advance, particularly after the Rochester Convention, 
when the canners find how smal] the actual holdings of 
good corn are. 


In futures, corn is moving very slowly the buyers hav- 
ing no interest apparently other than for such regular 
brands as they contract for every year, and which are free 
of the market influences. 


Peas are not having the demand they will have in the 
near future, as spring approaches. But most trading is 
now from second hands, as the warehouses of packers are 
about empty. There are no changes in the market quota- 
tions, and # is not necessary to say, prices are firm. 


The weather has considerably moderated during the 
past week and as a consequence oyster packing will shortly 
resume its usual extent. Interest here now centers in the 
attempt to get legislation through the Legislature affecting 
the oyster business. The market is firm for all sizes, but 
there are no changes in prices to note. 


Canners are signing up their can contracts for the sea- 
son of 1912 and this work always produces a cloud of 
rumors of all sorts and kinds, and this year is no excep- 
tion. Figures on all articles in cans can be found on our 
regular market pages, for New York, Chicago and Balti- 
more.

Reported Each Week by our Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New YorKE, January 24, IgI2. 


The Market.—Most dealers say that sales have in- 
creased considerably during the past week and that inquir- 
ies have also jumped up. The result is that all interests 
are anticipating a much larger market and are looking for- 
ward to the spring activity, which is due about now, with 
more than ordinary eagerness. They think the dullness 
which has characterized the trade for so long has passed 
and in its place has developed a larger and better demand, 
notwithstanding the increased prices at which some goods 
are held. Shortage in leading lines will have its influence 
in shaping the coming trade, but aside from that, there will 
be little that will be different from what ha; heretofore been 
reported. 


Tomatoes.—No change of importance has occured in 


prices, but it is admitted by all interests that the tendency 
is upward. In some instances retailers have paid $1.45 for 
small lots to fillorders. That is the highest price since 
1902 when they went to $1.50 under substantially the same 
circumstances. All interests are agreed that the supply is 
short. Not all are ready to accept the assertions of holders 
as to the shortage, but in the main this condition is recog- 
nized and practically all interests are acting upon this sup- 


position. It is impossible to buy in large lots under $1.20 
and in most instances the larger holders are asking $1.25. 
There is, therefore, a movement among buyers to pick up 
such lots as are available at what may be low prices. The 
chance of reduction is very slight. What the future will 
bring it is impossible to say, but there is a feeling that the 
outlook favors improvement in the movement and price. 
Only small lots are changing hands now, though here and 
there a dealer thinks it wise to purchase more freely. Con- 


ditions are, therefore, in substantially the same position 
they have been. The difference lies principally in the re- 
alization that there must be something done if they hope to 
secure their stock before it is too late. Futures are quiet, 
with sales limited to small lots, though increased inquiry is 
noted in substantially all directions. 


‘Corn.—Not much change. Holders are confident that 
trade will remain in present condition for the time at any 
rate and improvement is expected, though of course it 
would be impossible to say what will occur in this direction. 
Some well informed factors are quite certain that the vast 
load of poor corn which has weighed down the market for 
so long has been about disposed of and that buyers will 
have to pay full prices for good stock when they buy in the 
near future. No one can be sure of that for the poor stock 
seems to come from unexpected sources and still exerts a 
harmful influence upon the market. Southern stock is in 
a little better position and there is some increase in inquir- 
ies for New York state varieties. | Maine fancy is a shade 
higher because of scarcity. In other varieties there has 


been no change of moment. Futures are not selling in any- 
thing like the volume expected and some dealers are some- 
what disposed to feel discouraged over the outlook. Others 
are confident that the future will bring forth better things 
in all departments. 

Peas.— Wisconsin packers have sold all they feel cer- 
tain of packing. The scarcity of seed continues and plant- 
ers are reporting that they shall be obliged to reduce their 
acreage because they can’t plant it. This would seem to 
indicate that the coming season will be one that will tax the 
resources of the pea packers to the utmost. The situation 
does not improve from week to week. Many canners have

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withdrawn prices and refuse to accept further orders at any 
figure. Only pro rata delivery seems to be possible. 

Asparagus.—Sales during the week just closed have 
increased and prices are held firmly at previous range of 
values. The market has not been active since the holidays 
began, but there will be need of replenishing stocks short- 
ly, and this should help the holders to obtain their figures. 

Spinach.—Supplies are not heavy and the, market re- 
mains substantially unchanged. Holders are confident of 
improvement later, but the average holder does not care 
particularly for stock at present high range of values, un- 
less to fill orders or satisfy an order. 

Sweet Potatoes.—There has been a good demand and 
prices have been firm in nearly all instances. Some holders 
of small lots undertook to unload at reduced values, but 
they found it practically impossible to do so and sales are 
now made at full outside prices in all cases. 

Peaches.—There is little difference in the market. 
Sales are made in small lots and prices have been shaded 
slightly in some instances upon the lower grades of Califor- 
nia stock. The better grades are held firmly at quotations 
and sellers are not anxious. Southern stock is unchanged 
and business is done in small lots only. Business bas re- 
mained practically the same since before the holidays. 

Apples.—The situation has not changed very much of 
late. New York packers are asking higher prices, the out- 
put not being as much as they expected. Southern stock 
is quiet and unchanged. Maine holders refuse to make 
concessions. Western stock is held steadily up to quotations. 


Plums.—Not much change has been reported lately. 
In the main the market is steady, but movement is light. 

Pears.—Sales have been only moderate since the holi- 
days, but it looks now as though there would be a better 
movement. The situation does not altogether please the 
purchasers. It looks too much like high prices to them. 

Berries.— Movement has been slack, but there is some 
improvement and increased inquiry indicates a better busi- 
ness in the near future. In the main there is confidence 
and holders are not seeking business. They are looking 
for greatly increased trade in the near future. 

Lobster.—The market is dull, with sales restricted by 
high prices due to scarcity. In nearly all instances there 
is business, but it is in a small way and at extremely high 
values. 

Oysters.—Some increase in demand has been not:d of 
late and sales in some instances have far exceeded those 
that have gone before. It is understood that conditions are 
showing improvement, though demand has scarcely reached 
the proportions expected as. yet. 

Shrimp.—The supply is light and sales are made at 
full outside values. There is. so it is said, some shortage, 
though how serious it is few care to undertake to say. As 
a whole, however, the market is in good condition and in- 
creased movement would bring about increased sales. 

Clams.—Some movement has developed during the 
week, but prices remain unchanged. The conditions which 
govern are, 6s arule, the same as they were at previous 
reports. HupDsOoN.

Special Correspondence from the Windy City. News of the past week. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24, IgI2. 

Trade Conditions.—During January the weather 
has been constantly at or below zero, the conditions being 
unsafe for the shipment of canned foods. Even in refrig- 
erator cars or cars provided with stoves the conditions 
have been unsafe as the railroads have found it almost im- 
possible to move freight promptly as the engines, the 
switches and the water tanks would freeze. 

Several of the railroads have refused to receive freight 
of a perishable character owing to their inability to move 
it promptly and safely. 

The movement of canned foods has, therefore, been 
very unimportant and stocks are but slightly reduced. 

Many cars of canned foods which have arrived have 
been found to be frozen solidly and some damage has been 
sustained. 

Canned Tomatoes.—I find that the general price of 
No. 3 Standard tomatoes all over the country in all locali- 
ties seems to be $1.25 perdozen. The price in Chicago 
has, however, reached $1.30 in a jobbing way and there 
are but few sellers. No. 2 tomatoes have been selling 
freely and Chicago is about cleaned out of stock. 

A shipment from St. Louis sold to two jobbing houses 
of Chicago, came in this week consisting of 1000 cases of

No. 2, which were rejected on arrival. They were sold on 
grade as standard but were the most vile trash that I have 
seen in a can for years. 

The packer who put his name and label on such goods 
should be ashamed. Things of this character are what 
bring upon packers government espionage and inspection. 
The market in Chicago for canned tomatoes is $1.00 per 
dozen for Standard quality for No. 2 size. 

There is some inquiry for No. 10 size tomatoes, but 
at present buyers do not seem to be disposed to pay the 
high price which is prevailing. 

Canned Corn.—The market on this article is still 
very quiet, being somewhat depressed by the statistics 
recently published, but stocks are not large, and I find 
that jobbers are beginning to make inquiries for full Stan- 
dard, and Extra Standard quality, and it would not be 
surprising to find that a very large pack of corn has been 
absorbed to a larger extent than supposed. 

Canned Peas.—The market is still very quiet and 
prices are nominal. We find there are a few blocks of 
canned peas still left in canners’ hands which are now 
appearing here and there upon the market, but the prices 
at which they are held are entirely above the views of 
buyers and it is hard to bring buyer and seller together. 

Futures in canned peas have been well sold up and 
we have heard a prediction to the effect that although no 
futures are offering at present, that a little later on there 
will be more definite orders, and that it would not be sur- 
prising if the pack of peas this year, is considerably larger 
than for rgir. 

Canned Salmon.—We heard a wholesale grocer 
boasting that he had made a sale of 25 cases of canned sal- 
mon, the day before, in a jobbing way, and that this was 
the first opportunity he had to sell in a jobbing way for 
about a month. His experience coincides with that of the 
brokers. Salmon is absolutely quiet and without move- 
ment. 

Buying in this article will soon begin, however, as re- 
tailers are beginning to stock up for Lent. 

American Sardines.—This article is in about the 
same situation as the salmon. See preceding paragraph. 
Wholesale grocers are beginning to look up their stocks 
and assortments and to put out their prices for the Lenten 
trade. The market is unchanged as to price. American 
Sardines in a jobbing way, can be bought in Chicago, 
about as cheap as they can in Eastport, without consider- 
ing freight, the Eastport price having advanced, and many 
holders are anxious to reduce stock. 

Canned Apples.—I hear of sales of Michigan stock 
being made at low prices, but the rumors are not con-

String Beans.—Cut green Refugee string beans are 
in good demand and some orders were placed by Chicago 
jobbers last week for 2s and 10s Baltimore string beans. 
Stocks are not large here and a little later on there will be 
a good demand for this article. 

In Refugee string beans, fancy grades of No. 2 sieve 
and No. 3 sieve are hard to find. White wax beans are 
abundant and are not in much request. 

Hawaiian Pineapple.—Sliced grades of standard and 
extra standard 2s and 2%s are being inquired for by local 
and outside jobbers, showing that stocks have been pretty 
well sold up. There are very few sellers and it would not 
be at all inconsistent with conditions if this article, a little 
later on would show a sharp advance. 

Canned Peaches.—The spring inquiry for canned 
peaches is beginning. Interior wholesale grocers are ask- 
ing for samples and prices, especially in Lemon Cling 
grades, showing that their stocks have been well depleted 
by future sales and deliveries and that. they are turning 
their attention now to assorting them up. WRANGLER.

The following article taken from the International 
Confectioner for January, a monthly journal devoted to the 
interests of candy makers, etc., shows the same condition 
in that Industry as is the case in the canning industry. 
The canned food packer is not alone in his troubles. 

FuTurRE ORDERS AND Hieu SuGAR 


Christmas has come and gone, but the severe lesson of seven-cent 
sugar lingers—a bitter memory for the manufacturer. Last June he 


gloried in a large and early Christmas order; but we think he rues the 
day he took them on his books. 


One of the most vicious customs in the trade from the manufac- 
turer’s viewpoint is made the object of a fresh complaint in a sensat- 


ional raise in sugar just at the time when Christmas goods were being 
turned out. 


Through tireless years these columns have pointed out the risk in- 
volved in taking contracts for Christmas goods at fixed prices five or 
six months in advance of delivery. But the custom continues and, 


regrettable fact, it continues to grow worse, for there is a tendency to 
advance the time for taking Christmas orders into the spring. 


In not distant by-gone years, July or August was considered the 
proper time for manufacturers to start their representatives looking 
for Christmas trade. Orders were taken in June; perhaps in some cases 


in May, in spite of the fact that following a very low price of 4.66 in 
February, sugar advanced in April to 4.90. 

While this tendency of the staple to go up probably had the effect 
of making the manufacturer wary, a tantalizing fluctuation brought the 
price down to 4.85 on June first as though to encourage taking orders. 

Now we wonder how many orders taken in the sunshine of 4%- 
cent sugar were permitted to be cancelled when goods had to be man- 
ufactured of seven cent sugar. We fear that the manufacturer was 
kept strictly to his orders. 

But suppose the reverse had been the case. Suppose orders had 
been taken on a basis of seven-cent sugar, could the manufacturer 
hold to a contract if sugar price went low at the time of making up 
the goods or when délivered? 

We think not. 

Obviously it is poor buisness policy to agree to supply goods at a 
fixed price when a contract in the confectionery trade is such a one- 
sided compact. 

But the manufacturer is favorable to future orders. They facilit- 
ate his business for they guide him as to the quantity of goods to be 
made up, but to guarantee in the early summer to deliver Christmas 
goods at the price prevailing at the time of taking the order, is hardly 
good business sense. 

The conditions of purchase of sugar have been changed in the 
past few years. Formerly the manufacturer without any ado was given 
sixty days price quotation on raw materials when he contracted to 
take certain quantities of sugar during that period, yet during the time 
of rising sugar market last spring and summer candy makers were 
not given even thirty days’ price On the staple. In spite of that they 
proceeded to give guarantee of price on Chriatmas goods in the form 
of contracts for delivery. 

In the cotton goods trade the market on raw product is watched 
eagerly. Fluctuations in cotton prices bring corresponding fluctuat- 
ion in cotion goods prices, either higher or lower. A cotton manufac- 
turer making a contract under a low-price market does not hesitate to 
revise it correspondingly when the market goes up. 

Individually, manufacturers are not to blame. Getting contracts 
to supply Christmas goods seems to be reducing itself to a matter of 
getting there first. 

If you do not look up Christmas trade in June, your competitor 
will, and that is what has given rise to the condition. 

Candy manufacturers, we may safely say, would welcome a change 
in the matter, but how can it be brought about? Obviously not by 
individual firms. 

Thirty days seems a sane and reasonable period to allow between 


_the time of taking orders and the delivery of goods, but even sixty or 


ninety days would be decidedly more favorable than the present 
custom. 

Thus the manufacturer could take orders with a guarantee of 
price for the thirty days following, at the expirations of which the 
price of his product would depend on the raw material market. 

Has Christmas trade been as profitable as it should have been? 

With free-working contract of but thirty days’ duration, the 
worry and anxiety that has attended the filling of orders for the 
Christmas trade this year, to say nothing of financial loss, would have 
been obviated. 

While candy must have necessarily been cheapened as much as was 
consistent with wholesomeness, there was no hope of counteracting a 
raise of three cents on sugar. 

Will another Christmas find the manufacturer under necessity of 
delaying the making of his goods to await a lower sugar market, and 
then working night and day, a month behind in his work?

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The California Market 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by our Special 


Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CaL., January 20, 1912. 


The Situation.—With stocks of canned fruits and vegetables 
now in very light supply in first hands canners are devoting most of 
their attention to cleaning up odds and ends and in placing their 
plants in shape for the coming season. Usually the month of Janu- 
ary is quite an active one but many packers are entirely sold out this 
year and none have large stocks on hand. Canned fruits are now 
selling at about the same prices that ruled a couple of months ago but 
in the canned vegetable line there have been many advances and 
changes are of weekly occurence. Stocks are very light and in some 
lines a shortage will be experienced before spring. With the excep- 
tion of tomatoes the production of canned vegetables on the Coast 
has not kept pace with the growth in population and the demands of 
trade, and the present season will witness some marked developments 
in the vegetable canning industry. 

An Individual’s View.—A splendid resume of the California 
canned fruit situation has been prepared by Jos. E. Hill, secretary of 
the California Canneries Company, as follows: ‘‘It would be arather 
difficult matter to lay down a hard and fast rule as to the profitable- 
ness of the season of 1911 as far as the California packer is concerned. 
While certain canners made money, it is doubtful if all realized profits 
commensurable with their hopes at the beginning of the year. The 
season opened in a most sanguine manner, an early spring demand 
had practically absorbed all spot stock, presaging satisfactorily high 
prices for the new pack, and all conditions were indicative of good 
sized fruit crops. Certain packers basing their program upon these 
circumstances began booking orders at prices of 1910, and while it is 
not possible to estimate what percentage of the pack was sold at these 
figures, in all probability it was quite large. In March and April 
damaging frosts injured, to a greater or less extent, the fruit crops in 
practically all sections of the State. At the time the damage resulting 
was greatly overestimated and growers became quite excited, de- 
manding famine prices for their crops. Some packers, even other 
than those who had sold short, became infected by the excitement 
and contracted for fruit supplies at these prohibitive prices. In some 
thirty days it was quite evident that the damage had been exagger- 
ated, and that such extreme prices would not rule, but the ‘damage 
was done, some canners had sold at ridiculously low prices, and could 
not buy green fruit at corresponding figures, while others had con- 
tracted for green fruit at such prohibitive prices that they could not 
realize equal value for their canned product, and one feels safe in say- 
ing that where a California fruit packer has lost money this year it is 
directly traceable to one of these two causes. While prices for 1911 
were from 20 to 45 cents a dozen higher than those in 1910, a grow- 
ing consumption of canned foods forced jobbers to purchase the total 


California pack of last season, so that at the present time stocks in 
packers’ hands are nil. 


‘‘Asparagus.—The extremely low price named for asparagus last 
spring caused a far larger consumption of this article than has ever 
been known before, resulting in an absolute lack of carryover by can- 
ners at the present time—an unprecedented situation which argues 
well for the state of the canned aspargus marked for 1912. 

‘‘Tomatoes.—The production of tomatoes allover the country 
was heavily short of the requirements, resulting in a complete clean- 


up of supplies in first hands. Prices for tomatoes are so extremely high 
that this erstwhile lowly vegetable shows signs of soon being in the 
luxury class. 

‘Hawaiian Pineapple.—While pineapples are not a California 
product, yet it seems to have been a logical outcome that they should 
be distributed throught the selling forces of California canneries, so 
that practically every large canning concern in California directly 
represents some Hawaiian packer. All indications are that prices for 
1912 will be higher than those of 1911. 

“Statistically, the general situation of canned foods is distinctly 
favorable, and all California packers are extremely optimistic for a 
bright outlook for the coming season.”’ 

Tomatoes.—Tomatoes are still advancing in price and during 
the past week some sales have been made locally at $1.00 for No. 2% 
standards. The demand for No. 10 solid pack has been heavy of late 
and this size is now practically off the market. ~ 

Beans —String beans have advanced in price and stocks are now 
almost entirely in the hands of wholesalers. The high prices being 
asked for peas, tomatoes and other vegetables is responsible for the 
increased demand that is noted for string beans. 

Clams.—The coast pack of clams during the past season has not 
been sufficient to satisfy the growing demand for this article and 
packers still having stocks unsold have advanced prices. California 
is no longer a producer of canned clams, most of the goods sold here 
being packed in Washington or in the east. 

Salmon.—The canned salmon market is firm with quite a satis- 
factory demand for red and medium red fish as well as for pinks. 
There is but little tendency on the part of the retail trade, however, 
to anticipate needs for the future as the impression prevails that the 
large stocks on hand for consumption will prevent any material ad- 
vances in price. Lower prices are predicted for 1912 as consumptiun 
is being cut into by the present high prices and the outlook is for 
another immense pack. 

Salmon Pack.—W. I. Crawford, secretary of the Puget Sound 
Canners’ As-ociation, has completed the gathering of statistics on the 
salmon pack in Alaska and Puget Sound and announces a total pack 
of 4,336,719 cases, of which 1,557,029 were packed on the Sound and 
2,779,681 in Alaska. 

The Puget Sound pack has been segregated as follows:

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


Tomatoes, 
T. J. Meehan & Co., January 20:— 


The tomato market was again strong this week for both spot and 
future deliveries, and it looks like a still stronger market is coming 
during the winter months and next spring. The local markets 
throughout the country are gradually raising their quotations to a 
parity with the Baltimore prices for spot tomatoes. Meantime, there 
is a continuous demand for the goods in car-lots at to day’s prices, 
and the same buyers, with additions to their number from time-to- 
time, may be expected to send in further orders with more or less fre- 
quency. The holders of tomatoes are content with the situation and 
outlook. Six months are yet to come before the next canning season 
for tomatoes rolls around, and among them are some of the heaviest 
consumptive month; of the year. 

For future delivery the buying of tomatoes was active again this 
week, and the orders for them came from nearly all sections. All the 
indications point toward a strong market during the winter months 
and next spring. The biggest crop on record produced 12,000,000 
cases of the canned article under the old sloppy system of packing 
seconds, off-standards, fair standards, etc. Under the recent ruling of 
the Pure Food Department no added water will be allowed hereafter, 
the cans must be filled chock full of the fruit. That means it will re- 
quire 25%, at least, more fruit to fill the same number of cans. Given 
a crop next season equal to the biggest on record it will produce under 
the new conditions but 9,000,000 cases to meet a demand for, say 
10,000,000 cases, putting it conservatively. Think it over. 

FUTURE TOMATOES.—The large buying of tomatoes for fu- 
ture delivery continued throughout this week, and at the closing to- 
day the market was a shade stronger than it was at the beginning of 
the week. The present indications point toward an active market 
during the winter months and next spring when the demand is usual- 
ly the heaviest. We believe it is a good time to buy futures and we 
respectfully request your orders at the following prices for the same 
good brands that we have furnished in previous seasons, with packers 
behind the contracts who are reliable and financially responsible in 
every way, namely: No 2 standards .65; No 3 standards .85, and No. 
10 standards $2.45 dozen, f.o.b. factory. 

SPOT TOMATOES.—The buying of tomatoes for prompt ship- 
ment continues to be sufficiently large to cause the holders to expect 
higher prices for them before next August. The character of the buy- 
ing this week at full prices shows that they have not yet gotten be- 
yond the reach of the jobbers, and the goods wont go out of fashion 
altogether. With moderate temperature for making shipments the 
demand will continue to be large enough to encourage the holders. 


Wm, Silver & Co., January 18:— 

Interest mostly centered in buying of future tomatoes. Some 
business is claimed to have been done on the basis of 80 to 82% cents 
on 3s standards, 60 to 62% cents on 2s standards, $2.40 to $2,45 on 10s 
standards. We find that on recognized standard brands the inside 
quotations are 85 cents on 3s, 65 cents on 2s and $2.50 on 10s, and 
quite a large business has been booked at these figures. 

The spot market was less active although some orders were taken 
at $1.25 for 3s, $1.00 for 2s and $3.60 for 10s standards. It is difficult 
to find sellers even at these figures. 

It is reasonable to suggest those needing spot stocks would do 
well to make their purchases now instead of waiting and paying more 
money later on, which seems a certainty. 

Thos. G. Cranwell & Co., January 20:— 

Tomatoes close this week in very good shape. There is a sugges- 
tion of snap about the market quite unusual for dull January. In- 
quiry is good and now and then we are making some good sales at 
our prices. 

Interest in futures is growing. It looks as though there might be 
some lively buying before long. At this writing, 65 cents and 85 cents 
per dozen County are the inside prices. We haven’t very many pack- 
ers who want business at these figures. Baltimore is not quoting, 
though some of the packers, we think, would take business at 70 cents 
and 90 cents per dozen. 

C. W. Baker & Sons, January 18:— 

Business this week on spot tomatoes has been rather quiet. The 
extreme cold weather has retarded shipping, and really there are very 
few goods being offered. 

There is an unusually good demand for future tomatoes, but ac- 
tual business so far has been light. Growers are asking all sorts of 
prices for the raw stocks, and the packers are a little at sea as to what 
they will finally have to pay. From present indication, it looks like 
market will settle at 85 cents for 3s and 65 cents for 2s, for reliable 
brands.

Canned Peas. 
Stare & Crary Co., January 22:— 

What is likely to be the course of the market on Wisconsin Peas 
for the next twelve months? This important question is constantly 
asserting itself in the mind of the buyer. The question is prompted 
by the prevailing high prices of Future Peas. 


Are prices high; or only comparatively so? Let us analyse the 
situation. 


The average consumption of peas is over five millions of cases. 
The packs in 1910 and 1911 were short. The accumulated shortage, 
together with increased consumption is fully two millions of cases. 
(Somewhat less than our previous figures which were based on esti- 
mates and not the actual statistical information now at hand.) 


Can this shortage of 2,000,000 cases be made up in 1912? We 
think not. 


Not one seed house in America made a full delivery of the can- 
ning varieties of seed peas on its future contracts during the past 
season. The average deliveries of the canning sorts by all the seed 
houses was 33%. One of the largest seedsmen in the country deliv- 
ered an average of 15%. Therefore the acreage cannot be increased. 
The Seedsmen have no stock to sell. Practically every bushel of 
available seed peas is owned by the packers and has been for months.

It is not a question this year of what the acreage will be in Mary- 
land, Delaware, New York or Wisconsin. Every bushel of seed peas 
in existance will be planted. That is a conceded fact. Either the 
aggregate acreage of the country must be far below normal or the 
packers were preparing for an enormous increase in their acreage 
when they placed their orders for future seed peas a year ago. It is 
true more or less seed peas have been changing hands for several 
months past. This, however, does not affect the general situation; it 


enly increases one packer’s acreage to the extent it decreases the 
other's. 


Generally favorable crop conditions throughout the country 
would doubtless materially increase the average yield per acre. It 
does not seem possible, however. with the possibilities of blight, the 
pea fly and the uncertainties of weather, for this to overcome the 
shortage in acreage. 

Nearly every packer in Wisconsin has sold all the future peas 
his acreage will warrant. On the other hand it is definitely known 
that many jobbers have not bought a case of futures. Probably not 


over fifty per cent. of the jobbers have covered their requirements in 
full. 


This being true, it would seem that present prices are fully war- 
ranted by the inevitable ‘‘law of supply and demand”’ and must be 
sustained throughout the year. 

Sundries. 
Thos. J. Meehan & Co., January 20:— 

Sweet potatoes show strong indications of advancing shortly, pro- 
tect your wants for the spring trade. String beans, lima beans, es- 
pecially the large pole beans, as well as sauer kraut, are stiffening up. 
Inqueries for standard corn of the better sort give expectations of a 
demand for that article, the thing is to seperate the wheat from the 
chaff, so to speak. Small demand for the other lines of vegetables 
this week. 

Canned fruits were very dull again during the week, and there 
were no developments of interest concerning them. When the usual 
demand for pineapples for the spring trade comes along it will find 
extremely small stocks here to meet it.

TIN.—The heavy break in price in London from £205, at which 
the year closed, ended on the 12th inst., at which time the total de- 
cline for the two weeks had been £21 for spot straits, and £8 for the 
three months tin contract. It was a startling illustration of the old 
adage, that ‘‘it is the unexpected that always happens.’ Just when 
the entire market was wondering how high the price would be put in 


January before the supposed heavy shorts would be able to cover their 
obligations, the syndicate turned free sellers, and but for the enormous 
demand that met their sales, the tumble in price would have been 
much greater than really took place. As far as our American consum- 
ers are concerned, they appear to have made no effort to figure out 
what the sudden change of front meant. All they seemed to realize 
was that metal they expected to have to pay 45 cents per pound and 
higher, they found could be obtained & several cents per pound less, 
and under the sense of relief of what they had expected to face, and 
on account of their heavy requirements. they bought freely. The 
same seems also to have been the attitude of the foreign consumers. 
As a result the syndicate has liquidated a large amount of their hold- 
ings. It is believed they still have an interest of about 4,000 tons. 
The East Indian producers have declined to sell freely on the decline, 
whether because they have previously sold their output for the next 


two months, or whether they consider better prices likely, remains to 
be seen. ‘ 


Whether the late action of the syndicate means that they are 
abandoning their campaign, or whether having liquidated a large part 
of their holdings the balance is to be the nucleus of another movement 
with a new reorganization, or whether it is a clever move to increase 
their strength, encourage the shorts, with the view of another sensa- 
tional upward programme, it is useless to guess. The recovery of £7 
in the price of both spot and futures last-Monday on the cessation of 
the syndicate’s selling, and the £3 rise to-day, creates food for 
thought. One thing, however, the events of the past three weeks 
have demonstrated we think, and that is that the metal is in a sound- 
er condition fundamentally than we generally believed, or the decline 
would have been twice as heavy. 

We believe in this country pig tin is in larger actual consumption 
than any other metal. The dread of what would happen when the 
syndicate began to sell has passed away. Tin on its merits of supply 
and demand mnst continue to rule at high prices. 

During the past two weeks there has been an excellent demand 
from consumers, but almost an entire absence of trading between

CONVENTION MATTERS. 


You certainly ought to go to the Rochester Convention. 


And it would be well to take your principal men so 
that they may become acquainted with the latest there is to 
know of machinery, supplies and methods. They cannot 
be too well posted. 


It is all right to say that you will read the full proceed- 
ings in the Convention issue; it will all be there, but in a 
cold, matter of fact way. There will be lacking the warmth 
of discussion and debate, and the many personalities that 
drive home the truths the speakers utter. May we say 
that the report will be the same body, with every possible 
identification mark, but the soul will be lacking. And 
there is no reportorial means by which this condition can 
be changed. You should be present; hear the proceedings 
and then the Convention report as we give it will serve as 
an invaluable record to refresh your memory. 


Never in the history of the business has there been col- 
lected so many important subjects for consideration, as is 
the case for these few days of the meeting. Even the 


splendid Progrom as given in last week’s Program issue, 
complete as it is possible to give it, does not contain all that 
will come before the Convention. 


The air is filled with rumors of radical changes in the 
methods of packing the goods during this coming season, 
even to changes in the sizes or at least the designation of 
the cans used. One rumor says that a can of food must be 
as full as it can reasonably be packed and processed with- 
out injury; and another, as if in connection with this, that 
if it be necessary to adda brine, or a syrup or water that 
it must have only such a quantity added as to make a prop- 
er combination or to serve in sterilizing 

You may depend upon it, where there is so much 
smoke there must be some fire, and these questions will be 
forced before the Convention, and discussed in an authora- 
tative manner by men who know what they are talking 
about, and why. 


If you were asked now how many ounces of peas you 
put in the can for each size, and what is the proper amount 
of liquor in each one—not to meet the low price of a com- 
petitor, but necessary to properly keep the peas, and have 
the cans filled—could you answer? 

Or again in a regular No. 3 can of tomatoes how many 
ounces of tomatoes and juice should there be to have the 
can well filled? With your own pack, how much does the 
weight vary during different periods of the season in cans 
that you have tried your best to fill full of tomatoes, with 
nothing but the natural juice that must go with them? 
Have you ever weighed up the cans from a number of cases, 
just to see how they run? 


You ought to know these things about your business, 
because if the pure food authorities of the State or the Gov- 
ernment attempt to make rulings with special reference to 
to canned food, they will examine the question from this 
point of view; and you should be able to show by your fam- 
iliarity with the business that you understand. 

For instance another rumor we hear is that a can will 
be considered adulterated or slack-filled if it contain more 
water, syrup or brine than is necessary for its PROPER pre- 
paration or sterilization. Now what is the ‘proper’ amount 
in each article, or in the articles you pack ? 

Look these matters up now so that when you come to 
the Convention and the question arises, you can state from 
actual investigation and not merely by guess, what in your 
opinion is proper. 


In other words the industry has so far progressed that 
we must have definite rules to work by. It will no longer 
do for every packer to use his own, personal code of morals 
in the packing of his goods; there must be a recognized 
standard to which all must measure up, and this can be 
easily arrived at if each packer will acquaint himself with 
this information, and then coming to the Convention, lend 
the weight of his experience to the discussion. And if the 
packers do not do this, it may be expected the law-makers 


will. 


From this uniformity in the packing of the goods will 
come not alone a better name for all canned food, and a 
basis of competition, but a very decided check, if not an ab- 
solute stoppage, to unjust rejections on the part of unscru- 
pulous buyers. With every canner working under his own 
individual standard, his word is not better than the job-

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ber’s and so he generally loses; but with a recognized stan- 
dard the goods stand on their own merits, or fall for the 
want of them. 

And we do not speak here of a standard for tomatoes 
as given in drained ounces, or of any other article on this 
basis; but rather of a standard can filled with the product 
as full as it is possible under normal circumstances, and 
containing the natural juice, or such added water, brine or 
syrup as is proper and no more. But this means a can full, 
such as a consumer has the right to expect when he buys 
the can; and full of the properly prepared article. 

It seems there is no need to worry about the addition 
of water, for if it is in excess the article will be considered 
adulterated. They have this water test down to a ine 
point, despite many personal opinions to the contrary. 

Would not a discussion of this nature be an interesting 
one? And are you going to miss it? 


There are rumors that Rochesteris overcrowded and that 
all hotel accomodations taken up.

In that 
conversation they said they realized that the price would have 
to be lowered, or the size of can reduced, or we would have to 
lower the contents. We talked the matter over in the office 
several times, and we thought we would rather have the can 
a little bit smaller and have the price ten cents. And we finally 
figured out a can and presented it to them, which was very 
satisfactory. The No. 3 can has always been just a misfit, it 
has been a little bit large for the average consumer’s family; 
it makes more than one meal, and not enough for two. 


“T have asked a good many canners about the price of to- 
matoes, and they all seem to think the same—that is the price 
they must have—to retail at ten cents. The size can that we 
have adopted was put on sale the ist of January. We have 
limited the sale on them at that old price. The size of can that 
we have adopted, is, I think, just half way between the No. 2 


and they are perfectly willing and would like to make the can, 
but they don’t want two or three different shapes; they want 
some size adopted. It is 4x41%4. The dimensions of this can are 
the same as our former 2%. The height has only been reduced 
to 44%.” 


A Member: ‘May I ask if you have any knowledge of the 
weight of the contents of this can?” 

Mr. Caldwell: “Yes.” 

The Member: “What is it, please?” 

Mr. Caldwell: The No. 3 can, as close as we can get to it, 
liquid measure (water) weighs 40 ounces gross; the No. 2 
weighs 22 ounces gross, and consequently, this proposed can 
weighs 32 ounces gross.” 


A Member: “I would like to ask if you don’t think toma- 
toes would retail for more than 10 cents?” 


Mr. Caldwell: “I don’t think so; when you put tomatoes 
out of the 10-cent class you are losing in consumption about 1-4. 
If publicity means anything it means that you must sell more 
goods.” 


Mr. Weller: “How about these men out West who have to 
pay more freight? They dont come in with the 10 cents. They 
handle large quantities of them.” 


Mr. Temple: “In Colorado and Utah all goods are packed 
in No. 2% cans, and the same is true of California. The stan- 
dard, 24%, is 4% inches in height, and the No. 3 can is 4% - 
thicker. Now, just how much reduction in price can be made 
on account of the saving of one-quarted inch in tin plate in the 
body, I am not prepared to state today. I think some slight 
reduction can be made, although not sufficient to cover the en- 
tire thing, for the reason that the cans will be made in smaller 
quantities and that necessitates higher laber. As long as you 
maintain diamater of can, the can maker is not required to go to

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changes as he would have to do if you changed the diameter. 
My figures are based on the 214 can. You may save a little on 
the manufacture and boxes, and a little on the tomatoes.” 

Mr. Warvel: Mr. Chairman, in order to get this question 
before the house, and dispose of it, I move you that it is the 
sense of the Ohio Canners’ Association that the question of cans 
be taken up by the National Convention, and that we recommend 
the adoption of a 32-ounce-gross can—32-ounce can 4x44 
inches.” 

Motion seconded by Mr. Caldwell. 

Mr. Wilder: “It looks to me as if the Government was 
figuring solely upon the net contents of the cans, and not the 
contents and the liquor. For instance, the vegetable weighs 
about the same as the liquer, and if a can of tomatoes is weigh- 
ed and the label says 33 ounces net, would there be 33 ounces 
of tomatoes if the liquor were thrown off? If they don’t, they 
will make a mistake.” 

Mr. Geo. Shaw: “They won’t attempt that.” 

Mr. Wilder: “They are going to call for the total contents 
of the can, and the addition of water will be an adulteraton. 
You know they are working on that proposition.” 

The Chair: “Most tomato canners have tomato juice to 
throw away, and especially in a season when they have a large 
tomato crop, and the tomatoes get over-ripe. I personally hope 
that if a decision is made at all, it will be against water.” 

Mr. Bingham: “I am a packer of tomatoes, and I have 
never yet in my experience of 30 years had occasion to put 
water in a can. I don’t think there is a packer in the house 
now that don’t know that if he packs the can full of tomato 
there will be no trouble. I have had no trouble and have always 
had tomato juice to make Catsup. I don’t think any man has 
any excuse to put water in a can unless he wants to make more 
out of it.” 


The Chair then put the motion of Mr. Warvel, which motion 
was carried, and it was so ordered. 

The Chair: Mr. L. R. Robertson, our State Factory In- 
spector is here, and we should be glad to hear from him.” 

Mr. Robertson spoke in part as follows: ‘Mr. Chairman, I 
feel as though it were my duty to make a short report on what 
I have found in the last year. I will just read that report.” 

In the course of his report Mr. Robertson said that he had 
inspected about 200 factories engaged in the putting out of food 
products of various kinds, among which is included jelly, jam 
and fruit butters. Of all this large number of factories he said 
that only six of them did not fully come up to the standard re-, 
quired by the Dairy and Food Department. This is an excellent 
showing for the State of Ohio.—Ed. 

The Chair: “I want to take this time to thank you for 
electing me your President. I am sure I am not the best you 


could do along this line, but there was one thing that made me 
accept this position and that was the fact that Mr. Warvel de- 
clined positively to serve again, and it was thought best that to 
have some of the old officials serve this coming year, so I con- 
sented to do so. I ask your co-operation as in the past.” 


And thereupon the convention adjourned sine die.
